Ambassador KOHLER was in Kiev. They also met in Moscow on other occasions. 

KOHLER *• also is not sincere in his attitude to Ukrsd.no and establishment of 
diplomatic relations.^He is a gambler and that's lt n . ” And we are not 
going to aok, to beg them for diplomatic relations, moreover we are not 
going to pay for them with adjusting out policy according to American 
tune"* Asked why does he (P) identify diplomatic relations with adjusting 
his foreign policy according to American tune, P began agaiJ^to complain 
that the State Department was not sincere towards Ukraine, "they all were 
gamblers f they wanted to use diplomatic relations/ for their own purposes, only" <

because neither Moscow nor Kiev were officially approached by the British 
on that subject. P studied all the pertinent documents and could assure us 

that there -were only minutes of an informal talk about eventual diplomatic

relations between London and Kiev. "But the British were not suggesting, 
they were only asking about, and I have no doubt that they had no sincere 
intention to establish diplomatic relations with us".

The Sudanese Governerant sent a general appeal to every country in the 
world that they want to maintain friendly diplomatic and other oontacts with 
tkn all states. This wao immediately after Sudan was admitted to the UN. 
But there vb no specific act, no specific appeal directed to Ukrainian 
government, and therefore Kiev replied that Ukraine was ready to 
cultivate friendly relations with Sudan on the forum of United Nations.

some examples of Russification* The reaction of Pal and NEDBAYLO w^e very 
strong ^particularly of the formed* PAL started assuring 0 and S that 
Ukraine retained its "internal soveregnty" ae well , that Ukrainians will 
neper become Russians, C and emigration in general are doing great Injustice 
to Soviet Ukrainian lntellegentsia if they think that their Soviet cplleis^kes
